$e most want to seo kept ont—bat it wag felt that the whole move- 
meéut should be rounded .c ff by. giving the general public an 
opportunity of msking its’ voice heard on what ia admittedly the 
burning question of the hour locally. The public haa now apoken 
’ in terma which cannot be misanderstood. [t has given to the Cham- 

ber of Commerce snd to thé Unofficial members of the Lagislative 
Ccurcil its complete snd undivided moral support. More than 
that, it hes definitely declared that sutocracy hae had its day. 
» Those present at the meeting will never forget the ocession. The 
building was packed upstairs and down by loyal and determined 
Britishers, the utmost enthusiasm was msaifeated, and the resola- 
tion submitted was carried with but two dissentienta. No savorting 
or theatrical event had ever drawn a bigger attendance to the thestre. 
The epirit which prevailed was redolent of the old-time mana meet- 
ings at Home. It was s fine tonic for those who had began to fear 
that Hongkong had lost all corporate and civic feeling. It. showed 
‘also that the Colony ia sound at: heart, and that it only requires a 
. leader fired with enthusiasm snd energy to cdnsolidate popular 
feeling into a really living ‘and powerfal force. That, aside from 
the actaal sabject debated,—porhaps in some respects inolading it 
—was the most inspiring and bopefal aepect of the gethering. 2 
' Concerning the wiedom or otherwise of the policy endorsed by 
_, the mesting, there is little need, at thie tims of day, to bring for- 
“ ward farther. arguments. Practically all that is to. be said on the 
» matter has already been ‘advanced, on the platform and through 
the medium of the Press, ‘And, after all, on both sentimental and 
-economio grounds, it has now been ehown thatthe overwhelming 
bulk of feeling in the Colony absolately fsvours the exclusion of the 
Hans. for a definite period after pesos bas been declared, The time 
for argoment,therefore,is past. The whole Colony has had its oppor- 
tunity of expreasing its viewa ore way or the other. The meeting
